forgive her, we yet find her vastly inconven- 
ient to deal with. Ifshoe is the employer, 
the mean woman is apt-to get as Much work 
from her servants for the least money as pos- 
sible, On some pretext or other she detains 
her scamstress after herregular day’s work 
is over, underpays her washerwoman, or 
exchanges old te 3 for clean linen; keeps 
the servants’ fro low, or pays their wages 
with cast-off finery. Sometimes, indeed, it 
is the servant who gives poor work for 
liboral payment ; sometimes it is the hus- 
band who dincs sumptuously at his club, 
whilo his family sit down to spare dict ;

‘I 
should like then to be found on the dome 
of the Invalides,’ That is too far, not for 
the handkerchief, but for us. Ah! you 
will, I fear, find it difficult to comply with 
the*request on the last slip.” The request 
was that the handkerchiefs should be found 
in the box of the last orange tree on the 
right hand of the avenue at St. Cloud.

Mothodist Union, 

The prospects of a speedy organic union of 
the various Methodist churches in Canada 
are now most eucouraging. It isnot yeta 
year since the firet formal meeting of the 
joint committee of the five bodies interest- 
ed was held, aud a basis of union agreed 
upon; and it was hardly to be expected that 
the movement would have advanced so 
speedily as it bas, Since this year began the 
ministers and the laity of cach of the 
churches have formally discussed the 
adoption of tho basis and tho majorities 
throughout were much larger than was gen- 
erally expected. Of the six Annual Confer- 
ences of the Canada Methodist Church five 
gaye majorities in favor of adoption and one 
only, — London — gave a small majority 
against the basis now proposed, while at tho 
same time pretending to bo almost unani- 
mously in favor of the union oa some equit- 
able basis, Tho Conferences of the other 
churches all favored the basis by fair major. 
ities, The laymen throughcut were still 
more favorable than tho clergy. They ° 
acomed to bo less troubled about mere points 
of law, order, and precedence, and more in- 
clined to unite togethor for mutual aid and 
bonofit, trusting in cach other, and to time, 
to romedy any practical defects which may 
be found in the basis as it now stands, 
It is now expected that in Soptomber noxt 
a General Conference of the representative 
mon of the ministers and laymon of all theso 
churches will be held at Belleville to consu- 
mato the Union, or to at least tako such 
stops as may firet be found necessary to re- 
move any legal impediments that may stand 
in tho way. Somo aro of opinion that a» tho 
title deods of many of the churches and par- 
sonages are held an Act of Parliament may 
be required in order to contirm their titles 
bofore the final stops can be safoly taken 
Of course that matter will receive its duo 
attention, 
Tho United Mothodist Church will bo tho 
strongest Protestant church in this Province, 
if not in the Dominion, and great good may 
be expected to come out of this concentra: 
tion of forces and onergies, Thore is certain- 
ly an ample field for the united efforts of all; 
and thoro aro cortainly yot quite as largo a 
varioty of churches, sooletios and creeds in 
Canada as msy moot the wants and whi 
of all those who may not fool quite clear or 
comfortable in this body as united. Who- 
ovor has travelled much through Canada, — 
espoolully in the country districts and small 
towns, must have boen pained to witness 
often the struggles and offorts there have 
beon to keep alive two or threo separate 
Methodist congregation», and support as

Choosing an Occupation. 

The importance of making a wise choice 
in selecting an occupation for life can hardly 
be oyer-estimated.

Emancipation Day, 


The Ist of Auguet, 1834, was tho day on 
which the slaves of the British colonies were 
assigned not to their actual freedom but to 
4 so-called apprenticeship which was to 
precede and prepare for full liberty. The 
story is well known. A measure to this end 
was brought forward by Lord, at that time 
Mr., Brougham in 1830, and then by Mr. 
Lowell Burton jn 1832, but nothing was en- 
acted till 18% 1t was then provided th. 
on tho Ist of August of the following year, 
all slaves within the British Dominions 
should become apprenticed laborers to their 
masters in two classes, and that these should 

their full freedom in the year 1838 
and 1840 respectively, It was further pro: 
vided that tweuty millions of pounds ater- 
ling should be paid to the masters who 
would then lowe the services of their slaves, 
and that this sum should bo distributed 
rateably according to the market value of 
slaves in each colony during the eight years 
1523-30, It was found that on the let of 
August, 1834, there were 770,280 slaves in 
the colonics afte by the Emancipation 
Act. How much has come and gono in the 
history of those emancipated slaves and 
their descendants since that time neod not 
be told, Mmanocipations on o far larger 
scale and by very difforent means have taken 
place since then, av all the world knows, 
and, upon the whole, things have gone for

It Has Gono to Murray Bay to Rusticate 
and Rovvperato—A Toronto Gon- 
tlemam Declares Ho Has 
Scon It, 

The residents at Murray Bay were thrown 
into a stateof more than usual excitement 
recently by-the news that a horrible sea 
moaster had'made its appearancé just out- 
side the bay. The shore above the wharf 
was soon crowded with the curious; each ho- 
tel and cottage contributing its quota.

Tho Modicamonts of Brutes, 

In a communication te the Biological Soci- 

ety of London, recently sent by M, Do- 
Igunay, onjtho medical practice of animals, 
the doctor gave somo interesting facts, from 
which ho argued thatetho human~ reason 
ought to be trusted aymuch as animal in- 
stinct in many instances whero ynedical 
science scoms to bo at fault; and he insists 
that the desire of sick ‘persons for certain 
foods and drinks may be a natural instinot 
rather than.a morbid aed 
But he does not state how the ono may 
not bo mistaken for the other, In vhis list 
of examples of medical instinct in the lower 
animals, M, Delaunay says that animals 
batho for cleanliness and health, that hey 
got rid of their parasites by using dust, mud, 
olay, etc, Those suffering from fevor ro- 
strict their diet, keep quict, seek darkness 
and airy places, drink wator, and sometimes 
plunge into it. 
When a dog has lost his appetite, it oats 
that species of grass known as dog’s grass 
(dogtooth), which acts a8 an emetic and pur- 
gative, Cats also eat grass, Sheop and 
cows, when ill, seok out certain herbs, An 
animal suffering from chronic rheumatiem 
always koopa, as far as possible, in tho wun, 
If a chimpanzee bo wounded, it stops tho 
bleoding by placing its hand on tho 
wound, or droasing it with leaves and grass, 
When ‘an animal has a wounded log or arm 
hanging on, it complotes the amputation by 
moans of its teoth. A dog, on being stung

Ido not maintain that girls whould live 
quito like boys, ‘Lhey aro to bo tho future 
queens of our homes, and it is proper for 
them to live more hours in the house than 
their brothers, but they go too far in this 
divergence. If I had a dozen girls in my 
family, and Lamsorry I havo not, 1 should 
try to keep the little ones, until sx or keyen 

ears old, in the open air as many hours as 

did my boys, rite sveguldu ie nearly all 
the timo, weather permitting. 

The reasons why girls ought to live out of 
doors a groat deal, are these : 

First—They got more and better air, and 
consequently devolopo better lungs. A girl 
in-doors inhales about half as much as one 
out doors, In the house, doing ordinary 
work, she requires hourly 3,000 cubic feet 
of fresh air, but sho hardly ever gets over 
1,000 fect, Out of doors sho can got just as 
stuoh dale" diage will Hold ratema ULoa gal- 
lons if she could holdso much, I doubt if 
girls know tho real value of good air, When 
they breathe a great deal their life is vigor- 
ous and energetic. Birds living day and 
night in the great out doors, have sound 
lungs ; their lives are joyous, They never 
get the blues, Girls living in-doors most of 
the tine hepome pale, feeble, dull, stupid, 
have headaches, and become good for no- 
thing. 

Second—Anothor reason for out of door 
life is they got the benefit of the sunshine, 
Girls differ from boys in their ideas of light, 
Boys, as arule, love the light. Girls, as a 
rule, do not love it. The reason is they 
have been taught from birth to keep out of 
the sunshine, ‘Their mothers tell them it 
spoils their complexin, I have a profound 
respect for mothers, but they err in this mat- 
ter. I love to see girls with tanned faces ; 
at least tanned enough to "look ruddy and 
vigorous. 

Third—Girls who live out door become 
muscular, and learn how to use their muscles, 
They lose that fear that makes so many of 
them scream at a mouse, and go into fits if 
a bug crawls upon their clothes, I was onca 
teaching in aachool for girls, and a great dog 
came bounding into the room. Every pupil 
there, but one, was badly frightened, and 
the running, screaming and crying that pre- 
vailed for a moment, was something painful. 
One girl was not frightened. She was a tom- 
boy who had lived out of door a good deal 
more than the others, and got physical 
strength and courage from it, I believe if 
the dog had been mad, or if it had been a 
wild bull, she would not have winced, Since 
then she has greatly distinguished herself in 
the world, 

How can girls get a chance to live out of 
doors more? When they are little children 
their fathers and mothers must provide them 
with opportunities, This is a sacred duty 
of theirs which they should no more omit 
that to provide them with food and clothing. 
I have senna that the daughters of poor peo- 
ple get out of doors more than the daughters 
of rich parents, and that as a consequence 
they are generally healthier, and stronger, 
andoften more beautiful. After girls get 
larger, they must go out of their own accord, 
and seek out of door amusements, There 
are many kinds of out door sports suited to 
them, and more can be invented. Archery 
is one of them; rowing, riding, skatiog, 
walking, are others. ‘Then there are out of 
door labors, There is flower culture and 
gardening. Some years ago I published a 


that every school should have a piece ot 
ground where girls and boys could study 
horticulture nak agriculture. lam sorry to 
say the idea did not take very well in this 
country, but in France aud Germany it has 
become popular, and already they haye 
thousands of shool gardens where the boys 
and girls work and get out ot door life, even 
while at school. Botanizing, and all similar 

ursuits, should be encouraged. To study 

tany, geology, geography, mineralogy and 
natural history out-doors is worth a million 
times as much as to study them in books in 
the house, What can you learn about birds 
unless you go and live with them? 

In the Sandwich Islands both boys and 
girls learn to swim, and if they live near the 
shore, spend hours daily i the water, Ono 
may often sec a company of mothers with 
their children going down to the beach to 
bathe, Tho way they train their babies and 
little ones is very curious, They lay the 
vhild on q plank, and while swimming about 
push the plank before them. ‘The child is 
tied on, or hangs on, and thus it gots used 
to the water in its babyhood, and never 
knows when it began to swim any more than 
a fish, 

Just so should our American girla bo 
trained to out of door life. If they do not 
begin early they will nover learn to love na- 
ture, be athomo with trees, birds, winds, 
storm and waye, and never really know 
thior true mother—Nature, Girls, live ont 
doors all you can, ‘Take your work out 
when the weathor will permit; learn some 
of tho varicties of out door work, all sorts 
of suitable out door sport, and my word for 
it, you will be stronger, healthier, happier, 
and handsomer, ; 

In ancient Grocce; wher» tho most beauti- 
ful women lived, the gulg were trained to 
out of door life, Their washing, ironing, 
cookery, ood gymnastics wero mainly out 
of doors, They ran races like boys out of 
doors. ‘Their lives during this poriod of 
Grecian history, wero much purer and no- 
bler than later on, when alljthisjwas changed, 
—Dio Lewis Monthly,

Tomato Catsur.—Ono peck of tomatoes, 
half a dozen onions chopped fine, Ono tablo- 
spoonful of cayenne pepper, two tablespoons- 
ful of allspice, two tablespoonsful of cloves 
or mace, two ounces of weed, o quarter 
of a pound of salt, one pound of brown 
sugar, and ono quart of strong vinegar, The 
proportions used in this receipt are particul- 
arly recommended, and it may be relied 
upon as being generally palatable, 

Tomato Sayoy,—Boil four pounds of the 
fruit peoled and sliced with one pint of 
vinegar and two pounds of sugar, Season 
with cinnamon, cloves and mace, Boil half 
an hour and bottle, corking tightly to ox- 
clude the air, If not exposed to mold, will 
keep for years in a dry cioset. 

Green Tomato Savox,—Take full-grown 
tomatoes while yet green, cutout tho stems, 
and stew until tender; press through ao 
siove; season highly with cayenne pepper, 
salt, ground cloves, ilspiod and ‘nutmog ; 
boil the palp until thic Worcestershire 
sauce may be added if liked, 


Tomato Savck,—Take any desired quan- 
tity of ripe tomatoes, put them into an 
earthen jar and place them, cover over, ina 
hot oven till perfectly soft ; then rub them 
through a fine sieve to keep out seeds and 
skin, Toevery quart of juice adda clove 
of garlic, orif preferred, two shallots ; bruiso 
a quarter of an ounce of ginger, and a table- 
spoonful of salt, one teaspoonful of cayenne ; 
boil twenty minutes, bottle, cork and wax. 
Vinegar or lemon juico may be added if 
liked, 

Savce oy Tomators.—Two gallons of 
tomatoes sliced and peeled, add five tablo- 
spoonsful of mustard seed, oné tablespoonful 
of cayenne pepper, two teaspoonsful of all- 
spice, two teaspoonsful of cloyes, a gill of 
salt, one quart of onions chopped tine, threo 
ints of brown sugar, five pints of vinegar, 
Beat the sploes together, and boil all to- 
gether in o porcelain kettle until of the con- 
sistence of marmalade, stirring frequently 
while boiling. Bottle, pouring into the 
month of each bottle a Tittle sweet oil, and 
cork tightly. 

Tomato Sauce witmour Svcar,—Cut 
into pieces two quarts of tomatoes and 
prinkle them over with salt, and let them 
emain over night ; then squeeze the juice 
from them, and boil with a quarter of a 
und of shallots, some whole pepper and 
ruised ginger.

The Air of Houses. 
There is much confusion in the minds of 


neas of houses, An airtight room is more or 
lees damp, though people are generally apt 
to think it otherwise if there i no draught,

The Effect of Tobacco on Children. 


Dr. G. Dccaisne has submitted to the So- 
ciety of Public Medicine the results of some 
interesting observations concerning the 
effects due to the use of tobacco among boys, 
Thirty-eight youths were placed in his 
charge, whose ages varied from nine to fif- 
teen, and who were in the habit of smoking, 
though the use of tobacco varied in each 
case, Tho efficts of course also varied, but 
were very emphatic with 27 out of the 37 
boys, With 22 patients there was o dis- 
tinct disturbance ot the circulation, bruit at 
the carotids, palpitation of the heart, de- 
ficiencies of digestion, sluggishness of the in- 
tellect, and a craving more or less pronouno- 
ed, for alcoholic stimulants. In 13 instances 
there was an intermittent pulse, Analysis 
of the blood showed in eight cases a notable 
falling off in the normal number of red cor- 
puscles. Twelve boys suffered frequently 
from bleeding of the nose. Ten complained 
of agitated sleep and constant nightmare, 
Four boys had ulcerated mouths, and one of 
the children became the victim of pulmon- 
ary phthisis, a fact which Dr. Decaisne at- 
tributed to the great deterioration of the 
blood produced by prolonged and excessive 
use of tobacco, these children were all 
more or leas lymphatic, it was not possible 
to establish a comparison according to tem- 
perament ; but of courso the younger the 
child the more marked were the symp‘oms, 
and the better-fed children were those that 
suffered least, Eight of the children in 
question wore aged from nine to twelve 
years, Eleven had smoked for six months, 
eight for one year, and sixteen for more 
than two years. Out of the eleven boys 
who were induced to ceaso smoking, six 
were completely restored to normal health 
after six months, while the others contioued 
to suffer slightly for a year, Treatment with 
iron and quinine give no satisfactory result, 
and it seems tolerably evident that the most 
effective, if not the only cure, is to at once 
forawear the habit, which to children in any 
case is undoubtedly pernicious, —Lancet,

Wondorful Progress of tho Canadinn Pa 
olflo, 


Mr, Clint Boardman, of Langdon, Shep 
pard & Co,, writes the following intoresting 
lottor to tho Elkador, Iowa,. Register. It 
conta'na somo interesting notes relative to 
the magnitude of the work which is going 
on at the end of tho track. te saya:—We 
have now upwards of 4,000 mon and 1,600 
teams on tho work, ‘strung over a torritory 
t 100 miles, I hardly know how to 
to you the modus oporanti of the 
working. “Cho earthwork amounts tonbout 
15,000, yarda por miley the bridging da lich, 
but it keeps three pilesdrivers and two gange 
of bridge- builders working night and day to 
keep out of the way of the track, 

Every day the track is laid at loast three 
miles, and from that to four miles, thus ro- 
lioving from ono to three of these subs., who 
fold their tents and go forward and com: 
mence to work on another contract, whero 
they will again see the end of tho steel rails 
within thirty days, ‘This is as noar as I can 
explain the grading. 

‘The piling and bridge timber is hauled by 
the engines on the construction trains, and 
thrown off at the end of the track and haul- 
ed ahead, not to exceed sight or ten miles, 
80 that ono day there will not be a stick of 
timber to be seen anywhere; the next day 
four or five neatly constructed bridges 
stand there ready for the track to pass over, 
This work oan only be done by 

WORKING NIUHT AND DAY, 

as all timber must come trom the cast and 
be hauled from the end of tho track, instead 
of gotting timber from other places near the 
line, 4s we can do in a settled country, and 
having bridges constructed months before

the ‘Statute of Laborers,’ ‘Every man or 
woman,’ runs this famous act, ‘of whatso- 
ever condition, frooor bond, able in body

this he can kill at 1,000 yards, Whon he 
neon a hord of buffalo he usually slips up to 
within convenient range, from 300 to 500 
yards, and always solects a cow for his first 
victim, He does this for the reason that the 
nearold calves, and they will usually stand 
by her till the last, But under no circum~ 
stances will the experienced hunter kill his 
buffalo outright, Ifhe does, the herd will 
stampode at once, The policy is to wound 
fatally, but so that the animal will dash 
around in a circle beforo falling, This it 
always. does, when. mortally wounded, and 
aftor a fow moments lios down, 

The remainder of the herd aro not alarmed 
at this, but* continue to grazoy or look on 
dazod spectators at the travedy boing cnact- 
ed.

A very respectable list of notabilities might 
be made up of those who made their exits on 
the 28th of July with more or less of personal 
dignity and more or less of general regret or 
rejoicing. Wolsey’s ‘*Thomas Cromwell” 
who did not, it is to be feared, ‘* fling away 
ambition” as advised by that great church- 
man, lost his head on Tower Hill, not so 
much, it is to be feared, for his treasonable 
practises as for palming off the ** Manders 
mare” upon his rather fastidious taster. 
Of course, Froude says, No, but never mind, 

Then Robespierre, the dear old ‘‘sea green 
incorruptible,” got on this day the rather 
unceremonious bounce every body has read 
about in 1794, when he was only 35 years 
old. Originally he does not seem to have 
been a very bad fellow, and his landlady 
believed in him to the last, According to 
G. H, Lewes he was the most perfect type 
of fanatic to be found in biography.

The Prico of Meat. 

Complaints are being made from all parts 
of the country that the price of meat con- 
tinues to rise, while the quality deteriorates 
in nearly the same proportion. Of course 
everybody is interested in a matter of this 
kind, and the head of a large family may 
well begin to look upon the situation with 
feelings of alarm. Where will it all end? 
Has tne business of exporting live fat cattle 
to the English markets grown to that extent 
as to threaten a meat famine at home? It 
has certainly had its fair share of influence 
in the rise of prices here, as well as in taking 
from our own markets the best samples of 


are doing in some other States. Some of the 
Republican leaders in Iowa say that they 
are not all favorable to prohibition by any 
means, and many of them would prefer not 
touching the question atall, but there are 
such large numbers of prohibitionists in their 
party ranks that they must either adopt the 
prohibition plank or see a party Epps 
split.

Origin of Yollow Fovor, 


A roport has been ropoived at the State 
Dopartment, at Washington, containing tho 
results of observations and exporimonts 
made by Dr. Froizo, a Brizilian physician, 
who believes that ho has discovered the 
onuso of yellow fover in a microscopic par 
ayito found in tho blood of yellow fovor 
pationts. Exporimonts made by injecting 
this infected blood into the veins of ,rabbita 
and guinea pigs proved its virulongo hy pro. 
duoing death, the blood of the inoculated 
animal showing tho amo characteristics a» 
that from the original yellow fever viotim. 
Tho doctor's experiments soem to prove, 
also, that thoao parasitic germs of death sur- 
vive in the soll where the subject of tho 
fover in buried, and from thonoe may again 
contamiunte liviag organisms, whioh would 
appear to favor cromation rathor than burial 
in tho oaso of yellow fover victims,

Caro of tho Foot, 


Whon tho feet are damp and cold it is im- 
possible to keep well, There will bo o 
cough, or sore throat, or hoarseness, sick 
headache, or some other annoyance, 

If cold and dry, the feot should be soaked 
in hot water for ton minutes every night, and 
when wiped and dried, rub into them well, 
ten or fifteen drops of sweet oil; do this pa- 
tiently with the hands, rubbing the oil into 
the soles of the fect particularly, _ 

On getting up in the morning, dip both 
feet at once into water as cold as the air of 
the room, half ankle deep for a minute in 
summer; half a minute, or less in winter, 
rubbing one foot with the other, then wipe 
dry, and if convenient, holding them to the 
fire, rubbing them with the hand until per- 
fectly dry and warm in every part. 

If the feet are dump and cold, attend only 
to the morning washing, butat night always 
remove the stockings and hold the feet to 
the fire, rubbing them with the hands for 
fifteen minutes, and get immediately into 
bed. 

Under any circumstances, as oftenas the 
feet are cold enough to attract attention, 
draw off the stockings, and hold them to the 
fire ; if the feet are much inclined to damp 
ness, put on a pair of dry stockings, leaving 
the damp ones before the fire to be ready for 
auother change, 

Some persons’ feet are more comfortable, 
even in winter, in cotton, others in woolen 
stockings. Each must be guided by his own 
feelings, Sometimes two pairs of thin stock- 
ings keep the feet warmer than one pair 
which is thicker than both. The thin pairs 
may be of the same or of different materials, 
and that which is best next to the feet, 
should be determined by the feelings of the 
person. 

Sometimes the fect are rendered more 
comfortable by basting half an inch thick- 
ness of curled hair on a piece of thick cloth, 
slipping this into the atocking, with the 
hair next to the skin, to be removed at 
night; and placed before the fire to be per- 
fectly dried by morning. Persons who walk 
a great deal during the day, should on com- 
ing home for the night, remove their shoes 
and stockings, hold the feet to the fire until 
perfectly dry ; put ono dry pair, and wear 
slippers tor the rest of the evening, 

Boots and gaiters keep the tect damp, 
unclean and noisome, by preventing the es- 
cape of the insensible perspiration and odor 
which are constantly emanating from healthy 
feet ; hence the old-fashioned shoe is the 
best for health fo: the strengthening of the 
ankles, by habituating them to suppor tthem- 
selves, 

Pieces of newspaper wrapped around the 
feet over the stockings keep the feet re- 
markably warm, Cold feet arise from the 
want of vigorous circulation in them ; this 
is often remedied by putting them in hot 
water in a wooden vessel, so as to cover the 
toes ; in about ten minutes put both in cold 
water, the colder the better, of the same 
depth, for half a minute; the object being 
to produce a shock, calculated to draw the 
warm blood to the soles ; this may be done 
on retiring and rising, Nothing should be 
considered a trouble, which can have even a 
slight tendency to keep the feet warm, be- 
cause there never can be recovery from dis- 
case or substantial good health without it,

Hake 
in o dish, and serve with any simple sauce 
you prefer, The same proportions answer 
for a boiled pudding, if you like better that 
mode of preparation. 

Wurre Porato Puppina wrrnovut Pas- 
TRY.—One quart of boiled milk mixed with 
4 quarter of a pound of mashed potatoes, 
the same of flour, and two ounces of butter. 
When it is cold add three eggs, well beaten. 
Boke half an hour, and eat with wine sauce. 


Mock-areLe Pies (for a season when ap- 
les are scarce), —Two soda crackers rolled 
ine, one cup of white sugar, one cup of 

water, two eggs, juice and rind of one lem- 
en, Let the crackers be first soaked in the 
water, and afcerward add the other ingre- 
dients, prepared with the usual care, Bake 
in pastry. 

ROWN PoppixG.—Five eggs, one cup of 
molasses, one cup of sugar, one cup of but- 
ter, five cups of flour, one tablespoonful of 
ginger, one teaspoonful of soda, one teacup- 
ful of cream, Beat the eggs separately, 
stirring im gradually the sugar with the 
yolks, and beating together thoroughly. 
Cream the butter, and mix flour with it 
until itis too stiff to work; then moisten 
with the whites of egg, and add more flour, 
then put in the sugar and yolks, lastly add 
tho ginger and soda, dissolved in the cream, 
which must be sour, Cinnamon with the 
ginger is considsred an improvement by 
many. Bake in a moderate but steadily 
heated oven as soon as possible after mixing 
the ingredicrts,

Princo Bismarck, 


The July number of the Huropean Mis- 
senger, one of the most reputable of Russian 
maguzincs, and one which has generally 
written of German affairs in a frien ily and 
sympathetic tone, contains tho following in- 
teresting reflections on the German chan- 
cellor, 

‘Yo follow the withered and benumbed 
political life of modern Germany takes us 
into an atmosphere almost reminding one of 
the oppressive air of an hospital, ‘Lhe great 
chancellor has been long auling, and his ill- 
ncas is reflected in the domestic state of the 
empire, as is always the case with a system 


increasing number of his foes, 
let the helm pass out of his own nervous 
hands, and so the ship of state moves hea- 
vily and with effort, sometimes remaining 
quite still, and again swiftly dmfting to the 
rear, Princo Bismarck no longer trusts 
anyone; he relies upon himself und upon 
the obscquious executors of his will, as if 
uncouscivus that confidence is no longer re- 
posod in himself, that his own strength is 
failing him, that age is beginning to assert 
ita right, and that without strenuous pub- 
lic co operation he is no longer equal to 
tasks that are ever becoming more vompli 
cated. Around himaclf ho.has created an 
artificial solitude ; he has dismissed his best 
and most independent assistants, and is now 
loft with devoted nonentities. He has ro- 
pulsed all those who made no secret of their 
independent opinions and drew his attention 
to the possible orrora of his ways, Ho has 
no worthy helper, and ho has trained no 
nuccensor.

into a poworl ss instiuiment that has no real 
influence on actusl affairs, The tate.ted

construction, She was launched in Jan- 
uary, 1858, but did not make her trial trip 
till nearly two years afterward, She was 
designed for carrying passengers and freight 
to and from India, and it was the inten’ 
to place sufficient coal on board of her to 
last during the round trip. It was oxpected 
while the vessel was building that others of 
like or even larger size would be speedily 
constructed. 

The Great Eastern, which might have 
been appropriately called ‘*Great Expecta 
tions,” never realized the anticipations of 
the projectors, Sheremained idle for nearly 
two years after she was launched, when she 
was bought for a sum about equal to the ex 
pense of getting her from the yard where 
she was constructed into the water. She 
made her first trip to this country in 1560, 
bringing but thirty six passengers, The 
voyage was highly suc sslul so far as speed 
and safety were concerned, but the second 
trip was not made till nearly a year after- 
ward, She subscqnently made two trips 
across the ocean, Oa one she brought two 
thousand soldiers to Quebec, and on the 
other four huodred passengers, On this 
occasion she was disabled in a gale and com- 
pelled to put into the harbor of Cork. She 
was employed in laying ocean cables in 1865 
and 1866. After that a French companyy 
chartered her for a single experimental voy- 
ager Since that time her ownership hus 
changed tw And now we are reminded 
of the sad words of Hamlet: “To what 
vile uses may we come at last.” The repo:t 
comes that the grand vessel is to be employ - 
ed to bring coal from the Frith of Forth for 
the supply of London, After remaining idl» 
most of the time for thirty years, it ix pru-« 
posed tomake her pay. Years ago it was 
proposed to bring her to a watering-place, 
excavate a hole in the beach in which the 
hull might rest, and convert her into a ho- 
tel, A French vessel that won many yic- 
tories is now engaged in the guano trade ; 
the Mayflower was employed after she 
brought the pilgrims to Massachusetts to 
bring slaves to the south, and the craft in 
which Captain Cook sailed round the worl 
was at last devoted to carrying coal. It will 
not answer to waste ssptimentality over a 
vessel from which much was expected and 
little realized. The Great Eastern was a 
very costly and unsuccessful experiment,

half dozen follow it in rapid succession,

To all kindness woe would romind 
those who favor us with their contribu.

mosphere, and the air will then become in- 
fected ; but in a primary senso it is the 
water to which we must look. 

In any caso, it has been demonstrated 
that, provided all the excrota from a cholera 
pat ent are instantly destroyed—not mere! 
disinfected—the disease will not oceal 
Tho malady can no more dovelop de novo 
than a plant can grow without seod. It is 
no use waiting until tho discase has cflectod 
a lodgment in our midst. If choleratic de- 
jecta have passed into the sewers befors the 
nature of the diseaso has been recognized, 
As is most likely to happen, tho nood has al- 
ready beon sown broadcast, and the produc- 
tion of a crop of cases in somo locality—it 
may seemingly be far from the first case, but 
in connection with it—will bo inevitable, 
The only effectual safeguard against the epi- 
demic we desire to avoid is to begin at once 
to destroy all diarrhoss stools, lest too late 
they may be found to be choleraic! Asa 
matter of precaution we ought always to de- 
Stroy the stools cf fever and diarrhea, It 
is wanton recklessness to allow them to pass 
into the sowers. This is how disease is 
spread and perpetuated, when it‘should be 
stamped out. Whatever disinfectant we 
employ should be used at onco, and of 
strength sufficient to accomplish the object 
in view. These are hints which should be 
reduced to practice withuut delay.—Laneet,

LARGEST COTTON MANUPACTORERS 
in the Dominion, ‘Tho factory, like most of 
those connected with the samo firm, is woll- 
lighted, well-fitted up, and woll-:nanaged, 
It has 72 carding machines, 510 looms, and 
3,000 spindles, Tho building is six storics 
high, and the works are run by an ongine of 
1,000 horse-powor, with a ponderous fly- 
wheel 32 foot in diameter, Thore are 550 
hands employed, and when some now im- 
provements are complote there will be 600 
employed, About two-thirds are girls, who 
seemed to be in good health, aud who, 1 was 
glad toloarn, wore able to earn 85 a week, 
working 10 hoursmday. Tho Manger, Mr, 
GC, H, Hobbs, informed moe that some of the 
employes hal quite a little balance in the 
bank. Tho machinery of the mill is of the 
best type, and the quality of the cotton 
produced is excellent. 
Theo Canada Cotton Manufacturing Co,'s 
new building, lately erected, makes it the 
largest factory in the town. It has 850 
looms, and 40,000 spindles, and employs 
700 handa in all, It is contemplated to in- 
crease the capacity of this factory to 1,000 
looms, and the question might naturally bo 
asked, whero is tho developement of this 
cotton businoss to stop? The cotton fac-
